DETAILED ACTION 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art to claims 1-16 is Kubo et al. This reference teaches a Raman fiber that has a 
zero dispersion wavelength in the range of 1 .35 to 1 .44 nm and a cut-off wavelength of 
less than 1 .368 nm. Raman pumping wavelengths would inherently be less than the S 
band. There is no teaching or suggestion of a core region doped with a rare earth 
element. Claims 1, 6 and 11 include a core region doped with a rare earth element and, 
as such, are patentable over Kubo et al. Claims 2-5, 7-10 and 12-16 are dependent on 
claims 1 , 6 and 1 1 . It is also noted that Kubo et al has a publication date after the 
priority date of the present application.
